consent lo grant an extension of time. Tlio greatest 
inducement would, no d"tibt, eonelet in the Company 
undertaking to touch at Kangaroo Ialind.

On the motion of Mr. JO.

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squatter! ceutd afford tn pay tho mouey, sod ha would 
therefore support the bill. 

Mr, DIOKoON wu of opinion thnt no more legiti- 
mate mode than this of raising'n revenue could readily 
ba found, whilst the squatters held their land upon 
so ea»y a tenpre, that In a tnomeut of diChculty tho 
Ootrtnmeiit were fully authorised in looking to them. 
The Order! 111 Council clearly aid dlalimt y provided 
for Inaressinrj the amount of nssossment. (Ao hon. 
member, ■' For local pnrposer,") No; it had nlwava 
gone into tbe general revenue. (Mr, Foretell "Then 
it had been misappropriated,") He -would contend not, 
and that Ihe law was clearly with the Government in 
the application they had made. The seitlement of 
the country rerjutred same such measure us this, eltuw 
very many laefjo souallers held vast "tracta 
of lund without ono eiriglti bead of cattle 
on it, thus ah lilting out others vvlin woaM 
occupy and stock the land from coming in anil doing 
•o, They talked of the finsliiy of this measure, but 
he had no faith in any doctrine of thn linrt, because 
what they now did could never bind tho Parliament 
that was to succeed them r. neither had he nny faith in 
the Orders in Council, whioh he regarded toialy a* a 
hledder of air, which. Che tighter it was grasped, the 
more likeTy wnuld it be to burst and leave noihing bat 
an empty skin in the hands of those who had trusted to 
it. If the equalling interest were placed nptm * 
proper basis, by paving s commcneurate aunnsl rental, 
would not be liable to ba 
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the report vss 
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"aND BENT BILL, 
having nassntad to tbe 
this bill, It now devolved on him 
' ilea, and with the reasons which 
it to uuhmit if to the House, 
upon the aaaumption of a right 
Home 10 impose. Trota time to time, 
on the lands, or on the stock agisted 
anch a rata aa might be oipe- 

fhe Government, he thought, 

were warranted In outline em* a construction -upon 
the Ordera in Council. That House waa emitted to 
impose assessment beyond the boundaries, and to ap- 
ply it for the purpose of other than local purposes. 
This prlnoinlB had teen, more than once 
affirmed. The hill passed by tho Legis- 
lature s in ' lftSS, and tho bill fn.Mter3 
during the lsst sesaion, did not apply for Inetl pur- 
poses ; and not only did aot tha billlaatpaaaed, but tbe 
House diaiinctly refused to eanction the principle of 
local appropriation. He. therefore, asterted the prin- 
ciple that such esaenrnsnt should not be applied for 
local nnrposas, but be applied for auoh purnoten as Qui 
Letriatitura might think proper tn apply them to. If 
tho TlonseV w« out! lied to deal with them lor one year, 
It was emitted to deal with them for a period of years ; 
and it was Jnst aa open to drsl with them fer tha 
period of the leases as for tho period of 
one year- He ennrended that the Legislature, 
acting under the Orders inOunoil, waa clearly en- 
titled to impose aqcth sttesflmene as might bo expe- 
dient. Be hail always regarded this power aa a dan. 
ererona one, for be believed that under each a pro- 
vision it would be open to any Legislature, hostile to 
the squatters, to impcao an increased assessment till 
t ney deprived them of sfl they possessed ; and it was 
on this account ihot he was anxious the Legisloturel 
should, once for atl, impose an assessment during thai 
currency of the leases. ' He believed it wu for the 
Interest of the colony at large that this power should 
bo exercised. He thought if hon. membsra had a 
regard for the class they represented, tbey 
would. not throw any impediment in tbe way 
of the precent settlement of this measure. Sa thought 
that whatever might be the objectiona made by hon. 
roembom, it was not open to the members of tha lute 
Government to" make an objection, Tbe bill which 
tho laic Oovorncnenl propoaed waa for a higher rate 
by 2« per cent. Other members might object to the 
amount aa excessive, but it was nnt open for the late 
Government to take objection. The erroundi on which 
the present Government came to the conclusion that it 
wsa not expedient to eases* at the fait rates thn lata 
Go7emment agreed lo were, that tbey conaideted that 
while many would be able to pay such an antuunr, 
then were others upon whomlt might proas somewhat 
Injuriously ; and the Government felt tney were not 
bound lo fix aurih an asseeament ) vi 
tbey considered many parlies would ba un- 
able) to pay. . Ho wsa aware this 
measure had bean conaidered a mere halt to. ealch the 
bousMots, hot Ihef were acquitted by tha rnle that 
under auoh an assessment as this sit could afford to 
pay. It had been objected that ibis bill had not been 
accompanied by an equivolent in the Land Bill. He 
beHeved this bill secured all the equivalent which 
ellher or the Laud Billa would have secured. Tha bill 
before the House aeenred tn psetorel occupants tho 
certainly as 10 the amount of imposts, whether iu rout 
or assessment, to he levied j hut It waa a mistake to 
suppose that either of the Land Bills secured to then 
tbe right of a renewal of their leases. With regard 
to the runs In the settled districts, tbe 
Government proposed to increase the ran la 
paid on them on two grounds— it was only 
a matter of fairness, thai +hfl consideration oT payment 
for the public lands should bs equalized, and it wsa 
only fair to those who occupied tha public lands to be 
called upon to psy an increased rental. Aa regarded 
Ibe right of the Government to deal with the tad bold 
within tho boundailoa, whether; tbe holdere derived 
■.heir rights from pre-emption Mr from tha right Of 
purchase at auction -these were held only fiom, year 
to year, and it was q<rito competent to the Government, 
to vary the conditions of the leasei under which they 
were held. The Home was perfectly entitled to say 
they should he assessed at £3 per section. It hid been 
poovad competent to the late Qovemmnnt to make an 
increase of 10b, pee section for rental, ind it 
was equally competent to the present Government to 
make a like increase, and the members of the late 
Government could sot object. He submitted ihnt this 
bill waa one which the Government was nailed upon w> 
introduce, In order 10 provide tho vYaye and Moans for 
tbe ensuing year. Ho submitted that it was 1 fair 
and just measure. He believed the Govern men*, were 
on eveay ground fully justified in bringing it before tha 
House. He begged to move that tho bill ns tend a 
second time, 
Mr. MAUTIN seconded the motion . 
Mr. HOLT contended for the appropriation of the 
revenue derivable from nssfanment ta local purposes, 
and read varices extracts, referring nlao to the 
Assessment Act of 1856, and the samo Act renewed 
in March of ihe present year, with a view to rbttify his 
poaition, This was tha tint time such a measure bad 
been proposed for public purposes, lha hon. 
Attorney. Oeneral had staled on a former occasion that 
it waa illegal, and hu was nut surprised to Gad ha did 
not rise to defend it. He (Mr. Holt) objected in loto 
ts sny measure being passed in that House which 
would hove the effect this wsj calculated to have, of 
breaking the public faith. Was it la be wondered at 
that the Government found their debentures wort? 
unsaleable, whensuch measures ns this were brought 
forward, and that capitaliaia would not leak upon 
tjetnf It wai dr fram him 10 say 
that the honorable Onloniol Treasurer or any 
member of the Government would knowingly or 
wittingly violate tho public faith. Ho believed tbey 
spoke in all (inecritv ; but if they lud entertained the 
s.ighccet doubt tbey ought not 10 have proceeded wilh 
bout measure. According to tha present proposal, ihe 
assessment waa not upon tho sheep and eulle of tbo 
colony, but upon tbe land. There was n wide dis- 
tinction between this bill and the origin',! Acta. This 
waa no aaicurnent ot ill, hut 1 rant, and he was de. 
termined to oppoie tho hill in every stsge. Ho would 
00 no if he hod nut at sheep or head of cattle in the 
colony. His opposition to the measure waa upon 
principle. In order 10 give an opportunity of getting 
nn opinion from tlio law officers of the Grown in 
Kn gland, in reference to the legality of lha bill, ho 
should beg 10 move that it ba read again thai day tii 
months. , 
Mr. LOUD seconded the motion, 
Mr. T. O. BU8DEN spoke at great length in oppo- 
sition to ihe bill. * 

Mr. J. OAMPBELL thought the rent now propoaed 
was exceedingly moderate, amounting to not ruoro 
lhan three farthings on acre, whilst if tbe squatter* 
were compelled to purchase their land at a an acre, 
it would amount to a rontal of at least la, 84. ».y«r.

understood that the Home Government had given up 
othat nawfte eniire .na.iagern.nt and cSstrol of 
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needy Ministry, und Hie ilU™. 
tween thetn and other classes of 1 
be done away with. 

Mr. HAHGRAVT3 was not prepnrod to go the 
length of sortahonorable membera indenting the right 
of the Ministry to again impose an assessment Ot equal 
amount to the one lust paid, because ho thoughl,wvth- 
out that pajmcnt we Should be open to the charge ot 
not ,nn irikititr.tr a fair proportion to the generslie 
venue; buthe did objeotto any alteration of that amount 
until the land question was settled. Il has been asid 
Ihat this wai not a tax, hot a rent. But, even on that 
ground, surely the length of tenaney and terms of 
holding ought to be sctlled at the isata time t and yet 
neither of IheHS points sre alluded to In this bill. It 
had also been stared that this was a final measure, ao 
far as it relates to the amount wo have to pay v but 
what security have wo that eoch will bo tha case, or 
that next year soma further deficiency in tbe publia 
revenue may not exist? And then, on the same 
principle this large increaBeianttomptodtobajustiiled, 1 
we may bo called upon for a further contribution. 
He would nnt trouble tbe House with repeating the 
samo nrguments which hod been used against this bill 
as a olass tax, hut proceed lo tonc'k itpnn one point 
which had not been alluded to : he referred to tbo 
impropriety of plscing tbo same amount of assessment .. 
upon IflO bead of cattle as upon 1000 aheep. As there 
was aimoet a oustnnt with some hon. members of im- 
puting Interested motives to whatever e squatter Bald, 
upon anything connected wilh the management of 
Crown Lands, it was, perhaps, fortunate, that be waa 
not a cattle owner ;■ and, therefore, the amount waa 
of no consequence lo him ; but be was convinced from 
his experience of the relative incomes derircd from 
cattle or sheep, that, at all events in the northern dis- 
tricts, where we have only lately been able to find a 
market for our snrplua stock, at store prices, that 
no squatter can afford tr> pay this aa^ossmont, in addi- 
tion to tbo rent upon every loft head of cattle. 
He thought tbe experience o f honorable rnembetH con- 
versant with sn Hatting pursuits would bear him out in 
saying that there wero many stations In all diatriata 
that are not fit for grazing aheap, and can only be pro- 
fitably occupied in breeding cattle 1 and thera ore elfiO 
the districts of New England and the Macleav, which 
never can fatten stock ni for market, end It would ba 
nnrair to tlx thi proportion acrcerding to thia bill. He 
did not think It was a fair system to Ax ihe amount 
of assessment accord log to the crating capabilities 
of the ran, but rather upon tba profit to lie made 
off it, and that could only be fixed, sd far especially 
us it regarded cattle, by taking into acenbnt its 
ability to fatten and vicinity lo msrXet, Ho waa 
riot prepared to eay that with a fixed tenancy the 
proposed assessment, no far as It regarded sheep, 
was more than wo ought to pay ; hnt ho 
did object to ' any alteration of the present 
asseeament, until that portion of the land qiictlioB, 
which related to oirr lenaney was settled, and are axe 
assured that the amount then fixed would not he 
altered during: the currency of our ieaeei ; and even 
then he would object to its being put on as an inoreajiefl 
ram, heeauae by ao dotn g hc*geve up one portion, of 
tbe hold upon our leases under the Ordera in Connors I 
and after the alatement by the hop. Minister (or Laod*-' 
and Works, that this is to be the commencement of i ' 
system which shall air ike n blow at the squatting 
interest, he was not inclined to give up tbB aareeTneiit 
with the Homo Government, and trust, to theteiidu 
mercies of n Mini airy holding the views which aonae 
of tha present one did. Again repealincthat he obje^nei 
to thia bill, because it increased very hoeeily our pay. 
taenta, without In any way icttling ibn length 
arid terroa.. of our tenancy t and because 
he considered the amount fixed for cattle 
and sheep as not bearing a fair proportion to 
each other, but that ha should he prepared to support 
! renewal of the present assessment, be should eon- 
alder It his du ty to vote against thia bl:t. 

Mr. SUITOR agreed with the last Bpaekar, and 
thought that lha squatters were entitled to appeal to 
the Home Government in ihe question now at issue. 
If tbe squatters admitted this first blow at Ihe Land 
Orders, whore were tbe attacks' upon them to and, and 
what was to prevent the next Parliament, with a 
Ministry In which he might hove less conBdenee than 
be had In the present Qovemirrent, might do away 
with their tea«te3 altogether? He admitted tbe sia 
Ihat existed orpersons holding large tresis of country 
wich liaviujr them slocked. It was a mischief, but it 
bad resulted from the carelessness or the Government 
mora than anything else. At the same time he 
pointed out that most of the holders of rona in 
the country bad purchased them at their foil 
ealua, under the idea that the rent was find 
and ihat their leases would be scoured to tham ; and 
nost, after paying to the very imtaide of what tlieir 
runs were worth, they would be mined if thia ad- 
ditional charge were put upon them. If there must 
assess tha stock, let them put a tax nn all the Block of 
tba country ; be ahould suffer by thia. as nearly all hia 
stock were in thn tsetded districts, but it would look 
OS. like class legi.la.ion than the proposal now before 
the House,— or rather let them I 
at once. 

Mr. TIDDINGTON said be would not take np the 
time of the Honsa inmakln ff s long speech, because so 
much hid already been said on this Subject. He 
could not help befog turprised at the ban. member for 
Bsifaurst, with whom, although he differed generally, 
gave sound rcawns for hia opinions, saying that fte 
would rely on rhe Homo Oovernmorit to sot) that tho 
Orders in Council were not interfered wich by thil 
House. He was surprised that a gentleman of his 
good sense ahould say that he would advise 
etjuattera to rely on Ihe Home □(Ivemroent, 
when ail that was done depended entirely 
or. thegeoeioiltyofthlsLcgUlstore. If thia bitl wai 
thrown out tba "quarters might And at eoma future 
, ... i T would have to pay very dearly for it, 
("Oh oh.") Hon.oieaiberi mlghidiffciwith him.tuthe 
feared be woqtd turn out too truo n prophoc. With 
respect to iho remark that had fallen from the hon 
member for the Sydney Hamlets (Mr. J. Campbell) that 
the squatters who had a pecuniary interest in Hue 
question had no right to vote, he begged to say ha 
agreed with him, and he maintained ihat it would be 
a breach of priTttrge for any member of the 
Legislature directly interested in a pecuniary aenea 
to vote In thia question. This was a UBecial 
quest™ affecttrtg a patrienlat class, and he said 
therefore, that the genilemtn who were ialeresied in 
J,f n .V' J;"" 10 " 1 , T'tWftif hid no right lo vole 
on ihis bill. H, asked whether it would ho proper for 
lion, memberi who wbi shareholders of a bank to 
vote on a question affecting tha charter of Ihe bank 
they were i .niereaied in. Ho said it waa not In accor- 
ttaoce withParliameniary ruta if the pronriemra of bank 
shares voted on that question. Ho had heard with a 
■"ffiraS of P'ensiue tho declaration of those who 
calico themselves the representatives of the squatters 
that thoy hod not to great an objection lo UiS ajsesa- 
ntent aa to tho pariicnlnr form or it. Tbey *aid 
they did not object to tho asaessmont if it were com.

Mr. FOKSTEtt rotnmked that a grsal m sny appeals 
had been put forth by the honorable the Colonial 
Treasurer, which came with a vary bad grace from 
one wlio tans repuwl by all nirtiea in the Hume for 
his cnnacH-ntioiu end general stiaigbifoiwardtiefs of 
conduct. He looked 111 ■■.■« these appeals na a direct, 
attempt to cn'.ist th» solfUh and pecuruiiiy interests of 
a particular section of the Hnuae, and ss such, alto, 
gather unworthy the position of e statesman. The 
question was of too great importanea te ho determined 
by Qfiy merely personal or self-interested considera- 
tions. Seceral hon. tni'inbcra had usedtjhe argument 
that, hi the Squatting parties warn intereated parties in 
thia matter, they ought net to vote upon It. So fst aa 
ho waa peraonslly conoerncd; the atguroent otmld not 
in any way effect blm, hut he would sjk tho*9 Who 
urged this matter to what extent it would lead them ! 
Why there wss so«ree!y any point of legislation that 
cculi poaslhlir be brought befilre tho House in which 
oltargeaof self.intereet might not on the same prinoiplfl 
be imputed to somB hon. members. Ho wanld litre te 
fcno w, for instance, whether every member of the 
House had not more or leaa aoino interest in the 
lands of the colony, and if so, by 
what species erf logic cnuld their votes upon the Lsnd 
Bill be justified, supposing the orgamcnt in question 
to be'o sound one. Thou there were many motives of 
eelf. interest, which onmo into ploy if) ether matters of 
legislation, whkh could not be readily detected, but 
wblcll ware often far stronger than the small interest 
which squatters felt In their 1 cased rone, Aa he usually 
did, he bad listened with great pleasure In the epeeekof 
the hon. member for Northumberland (Mr, Fldflingtott) 
oa thot hon, gentleman, with his uaoal felicity, had 
demolished before the close of his speech nearly every 
argument he had brought forward. (Laughter.) 
The hon. gentleman, aa well ea other hon, rn.eltlhbra, 
had admitted ttiat he could not defend the hill on 
principle, as it imposed, to a certoin «xtent, a apeeiea 
of elans taxation In fnot,it waa generally admitted 
on the Ministerial side that the meosuio waa merely 
one of expediency, and, eelf atill further to expose 
its iniufitlca and utter want of foundation In principle, 
the hen. and learn nil Attc-riwy-Glenerol hail himself ad- 
mitted that i-_ wdaillugal. One Iran, jnaoibec irnd 
ventured 10 argun that the squatters ought not to 
oppose this mcuuuro, oa they were dependent upon the 
generosity ot tlis House. Why, ire would oak.

Saw he denied that any such 
necessity existed «nd would continue to do so until 
theaovernmenthadeffeoted all thoio retrenchmonts 
which one MinistwlBl member, at all events, had pro- 
mised whilst in the Opposition, He believed thot 
theac relrcnohinents would vield a saving aulhcient to 
render unneceisary any additional taxation for the 
prcteot. and he had no doubt if the existing Govern- 
ment declined to carry out this reform a 
Government would yet ha conBUtui^l able 
Bind willing to do it for tliem.

He 
oppeaod the esaesamest (ax hecauae he could not 
regard It in ony other light than as e cl»> 
tux, but If It wets auhmitted under the deaigmtion 
whiah the Government appeared to have pcrily adnptcd 
in this hill, namely, thnt of Tent, ha might he disposed 
to adopt the prinoiple or it aa applied to any runa thai 
aught in future be taken up, even sltheogh he shttuld 
contider such an increased rental impolltie. The 
squatting interest waa moat imp Drtarit 10 the prosperity 
of the colnnv, and it might be that he should consider 
such an additional impott as calculated to hamper nnd 
restrain, to « certain extent, the propria of that inte- 
reit. He would not t however, apply such a prineinlo 
to the rnno already occupied, u be considered 
that ony alteration of the terms under Which these 
runs were held, would inflict a grass injustice upon 
the occttpanta. These leases mast either be leasee or 
no leases ; it they were net leaeea why charge n 
rent and if thoy were leases why should tltey 
not be as binding upon the one party pi apen the 
other f Why aheuld the Government have tic 
privilege of altering the terras cf the leases, if the 
squatter* poBEcssed no such privilege r He maintained 
that tho amount of the tent having been fixed in the 
leases, Lr. was not in the: power of the Oaverument. o.r 
any other authority t« incieasa tho rent, so long u 
thote lenses lasted, Whatever power of alteration tho 
Land Orders gave, applied to the asjesiment.ar.d not to 
the rent— a point which hs believed had been admitted 
by the hon, and learned Attsrney-Oenerel. Whether 
the hon. gentleman had changed hia mind upon this 
point was immaterial, aa it vrould etill remain a d B - 
batnb!e point, and he contended that so long as the 
alighleat doubt remained ss to the power of increasing 
the rent the Government ought not risk the pcESiMlitv 
of doing injustice, He characterised the hill altogether 
niamost (ttooione one, snrl ss fraught with great 
danger to tho heat mtereitn of the counliy. The 
fquntters wore ot present s prosperous olsts. hut thsy 
had net always been so, owl it was quite probable that 
they might not always remain so. If a period of 
misfortune should befell them, thoy would not bs the 
only people 10 suffer 1 the poor in the large town* 
would alee feel tho change in the high prices of mo it 
and the great dulneas of trade. The squsttsrs hod 
been held up to public odium, but for what reason he 
never oould leem. They had never been guilty of 
any moral wrong, nnd if in settling npon the lands of 
the colony thoy hal token advantage of a vicious eys, 
tern, it was nu fault of theire. [Hoar, hear.) As ho 
said before he should look upon the passing of this 
bill as an atrocious public wrong and a gtoaa breooli of 
public faith, 

Mr. H0UBKT80N slid he had hoped that hia hon. 
friend, tho membar for Murrey, would have tondo 
some observations upon the principles of the bill. He 
( Mr. Bobertson} thought the hon. member hid reason 
to show whv there should be not other right of assess, 
merit than what wits Given undbr tho Orders in Coun. 
oil i and fate did anticipate some better arguments than 
thesti founded nnon the position of the squatters in 
thia country, nnd that he would have chosen some 
firmer and more fivourtble ground. His position waa 
that the aquattars had s right to vote upon the present 
or iny other measure brought into thst Assembly, 
Why, what argument was there in thnt! It was an 
obvious fact, secini. that thtre wer« in that House 
thirty-six mombern who held pastoral leases from the 
Crown, and that there were only fifty- four members 
altogether, making it quite clear that no subject could 
be approached, or gKen effect, without their prcsenoo. 
Under those eircumstnncea he thought his hon. 
friend's orgamont might hava been spired. Hia hon. 
friend the number for Murray disapproved of the 
asieasment, as he considered it was founded in 
envy of the aucoeta of a portion of the 
■quattcrs ; but he (Mr. Robertson) thought there 
we* nothing in the manner in which they nad been 
trehted that would lead to that supposition, for hs 
knew well that the squatters were twere that (bey 
would he turned out when tho linde Ihsy oocuplod 
were required tor public purposes. The hon. member 
ought to have known better Ihun offer such a delusion 
to parlies recently arrived in the colony. Hb thought, 
however, tho present meestns was a elurney way of 
managing ths business it undertook; for if any 
gentleman same into a patrimony auhjeet to a right to 
impose on assessment upon the stock, and that gentle- 
men applied to the power posseiiinjr, thot right, that it 
should be obragated, would he ntit be asked to give up 
one portion of the pitrimohj if ho dti not like the 
other ? Tho only wiy in which this country could 
eomo hy an equitable land moiauro waa hy means of 
that reservation, Let the aqnattcrs, if they wished to 
abandon one aide Of their engagement, jive up, at the 
same time, the other, and afford the Government an 
Opporttmiiy for preparing unow scheme. He Insisted 
It was perfectly idle to urge that tho Government 
ought to abandon thst means of collecting revenue 
from public lends on account of the inconvenience 
of the asecsemoat. Hia hen. friend had said it waa 
unjusT, fa tit ho referred the hon, member to the Sth 
sc etion of the Oldeta, td show thnt the original terms 
upon whitih the tqustteges were taken up, comprised 
a right of assessment foe other purposes than thuae of 
a Iocs] nature. And so whit became of all his hon. 
friend's bunkum reasoning, .for It waa of thst kind 
usually termed bunkum r Unjuat] Unjust for the 
people of this country to demand of those who held 
the public lands 0 fair and equitable rent for them } 
Then what because of all that had been said about the 
pubUo creditor, by the hon. member for tho South 
Riding, and his arguments against towering tho price 
of land to rive shillingar Hia hon. friend, the member 
for Hurray, had said that no ene had pretended to de- 
fend the bill upon principle ; hut ho never attempted 
to show why or how it was unjust, for tho Qovern. 
ment to demand an ssseaa mentor an agistment upon 
waste lencla, or that it was a principle radically wrong, 
but merely thatit was inconvenient. Eutitdidnot arise 
from anything the present Government had done, 
but had been felt by the imbecility of tho Mioistry, 
who had gonB hefore them. Those people held tho 
public landa, and that waa the real ground that the 
pnbllc was entitled to lcok to tliem for revenue, Ths 
hon. member for Bsthurat had aaid. why nDt npply 
tho aaron principle aa the one In the bill throoghout 
the country. Why, hccauie many of the people 
holding laud had purchased tc. The hon, member for 
>furray warned lie squatters that the present could 
not bo considered s Unci measure, that session after 
aewinn, it would bo altered. Hut ho (Mr. Koliertson) 
would ribk wiat was there to be afraid of from the 
future Legislature of the country? If thoy thought 
it was wrung in principle, and that the House ought 
not to deal with it, how could their fe&re fur the future 
form eny, reasons far wkriholdinp; their support at thtr 
present time. If tho hnn. member was 4frairl of the 
in adequate sense of justice in the people, why, let 
him .ay so. and tell his eanililuenla that he could not 
trust them. Ha (Mr, Bobettaon) hesitated 
not to jay that the squatters wero not 
only the attonjeiL party in that Houso, 
but in the country. Did not tho hon. gentleman's 
Electoral Bill do something to tuko thai enormous 
power out of their hnnda? Ho isketl the hon, mem. 
ber how he eonld extricate himself from the difBcul. 
tiesofsuohuiconBistcncyaBhehsdehown.in admitting 
tho existiouce of fear on the part of those wheiop^ war 
hethonghtitnooeeaarytoeViorten. Hehopedhishnn. 
friend would onawcr some of thane questions if he 
could. Thee, as to hie statement thut the memhora 
ol that Aieeinblr had no right to interfere with 
private rights. tVTiat became of tho views he hart 
expressed when discussing tho previous hill, ibnt p»- 
p*te<i to eSfect the very eaine thing. Do renumbered 
thot when assessment wna firat introduced the e quat- 
tere said it was diingorouB to pass such a measure, for 
ihcy hed not the means of piyinaj that ussessmsnt 1 
butnnw hia hon. friond urgedthat it ia not right to do 
the sine thing while they were in a slate of 
prosperity. Eesliy the reasoru of the hon. member 
were most eltraordiniry, and hia only object 
in opposing the nitl must be, nnd he might m well 
have admitted it, to do ewav with assessment and rent 
nnd that tho UttwlS shOUM be held ibr nothing at all. 
His lion, ftitnd should remember that the present 
ttBseesment Capired wilb. the ourrent year; and ha 
would «k If it could by any lenscmug ha shown that 
it was just or politic to abandon DUr? right to an equit- 
able rental for the public domain. To do ao would be 
to take off the shoulders of the tenants of the public 
lands a tax that tuuat be laid uron the people, and in 
additions to their Other burdens, they must be made to 
pay the large amount that was required 10 patch up a 
deficient revenue. There to no hon, member in tie 
House tllHt would CO SO fat in retrenchmeut ns he 
would j but if thoy bad all thot could bo obtained by 
that means, and hod etill to borrow money, thoy car» 
tainly hed a right to cake the rental from the aqualtera, 
It Wis on illusion 10 call it a tas, end it was rohtjirig 
the. unhlic if they did not avail themselves of 
that rent tor the purpose of paying off the interest upon 
the money thathid been burrowed.

Thofe- 
fr>ro he hard cotuldered it cf the groAteat importBanco 
that tha Parliament should give iL* nanotion to auch a 
aflttleuient, and that the Govern uient ahould be put In 
possession of a larger return. But he thought tho 
occupation would be infinitely prejudiced by suoh 
a till aa thin.

He thnaght tli£ro would be f&und an 
iinpoMihility of obtain, ng a anulenirat of tho wbttl« 
land question ta that B^odae. Difleront fipLcLiona wera 
Tield by diffruent inrli virlufil^ and by diiTerent $aU of 
indiriduaU; and, however willing tha House might 
bo to aend the bill into committees 
and. whatever paine they mif;ht tnke in cotnmittfie, 
Lb em would be iha greuttjat diincolly in carrying the 
bUL through committee, becauta tho veaation feU hy 
members (in difTbreint potnta would be eo greats that 
ouch would ba wil ling to throw tho bill out, rather 
than thht it ahould pasa with the objectionable proui- 
aLou. ap-paratlng the proviilon, for the vale oL' land 
from the provision lor occupaLtoni Thia difficulty would 
ba vary much dimi nia hod. Aa to tha proper mode of 
aHanating tha Grown laada t Lrscladuig tho prioo, ihe 
principlca were a d iifizrent matter altogether, and wero 
Likoly- to Oommand a riL£D,trent elau of aupptrften.

It waa deplrnblD iW th« tenowal 
oJf the leaaca which would fad in shortly ahould bo an* 
f"..-n:j:i=<Luti upon equimhte ternta, &ti$ that tha whole 
or tbo quealion ahould be tetdeda Ho thought the 
lMiniatry pledged to 4es,1 with tae entire queaLioi.. He 
did not tffiftk it waa fair for th 0 ^ 
vemment to attempt to force In thia hurried 
manntf upon ibo conaiJeraaon of that 
Houae one pwiJoular branoh of provisions of ihair bill, 
und ona that provided fill that wna unfavouribloto tho 
holder* of Cirowal&nda.

And firat with referanca to tho legal part of 
tha queation, and though the hon. nttmbcr i" :r the 
Stanlay Boroughs had failed tocltaU fi-r.v. him an an* 
flwtjt to the question he hid put at an oarliar part or 
tho aveningt yet now ho bad no objaation to giva an 
opbiLDn in a mora r'nular mannef.
